A bank robbery, which for sheer 
audacity has never been equalled by

In the year 1775 he walked from 
London to York and back, a distance 
of 400 miles, in five days and eightcen 
hours; this was his first walk for a 
wager. In 1786 he undertook to!

'He accomplished 
it three-quarters of an hour short of 
the time agreed on. In 1787 he 
undertook to walk from Canterbury 
to London Bridge and back again in 
twenty-four hours, the distance being 
twelve smiles moré than his former 
journey; .this he accomplished, to 
of anxious spectators, who were 
of the task. The following year, 
1788, he engaged to go his favourite 
journey from London to York and 
back in six days, but covered it in 
five days twenty hours. At the age 
of fifty-eight he determined to re- 
peat his. favourite journey to York 
and back for the last time of his life, 
and convince the world he couid 
accomplish it in a shorter time than 
ever he had. Accordingly lie set out 
from Shoreditch Church to York 
Minster and back again, which he 
completed in fivo days fifteen hours 
and a quarter. On his return he was 
saluted with loud cheers from the 
astonished spectators. This probably 
caused his death, for the foliowing 
year (1793) he was suddenty taken 
ill and died on April 15th at his 
apartments in, New Inn.
